PEACE ABOVE WAR PROFITS 

Boston, April 30—Discussing “How 
We Can Stay Out of War,” Admiral 
Williaw S. Sims. U. S. N.', speaking 
yesterday before the 151st annual 
convention of the Episcopal Diocese 
of Massachusetts, urged the passage 
of a neutrality law which would 
place all shipments of contraband by 
American traders at their own risk. 

“The point of the whole business,” 
said Admiral Sims, “is that we can¬ 
not keep out of a war and at the 
same time enforce the freedom of the 
seas—that is, the freedom to make 
profits out of countries in a death 
struggle." 

Climaxing his remarks, Admiral 
Sim said: 

“We, as a people, must come to 
understand that peace is priceless; 
that it is worth any reasonable sac¬ 
rifice of war profits; that a decent 
regard for humanity must be placed 
ahead of gold. Therefore, let every 
citizen who has the cause of honor¬ 
able peace at heart take this stand: 
our trade as a neutral must be at the 
risk of the traders; our armvand navy 
must not be used to protect this 
trade. It is a choice of profits or 
peace. Our country must remain at

At the 
present time, judges arc selected by 
popular vote in thirty-six states. 

In recent years, however, the 
method of electing judges has been 
subject to considerable criticism.

v TURKEY MANAGEMENT 

Artificial brooding of turkeys is 
suggested by the Kentucky college 
of agriculture The ordinary 10 by 
12 brooder house, such as used for 
chicks, will provide for 100 to 150 
poults. The coal-burning colony 
brooder stove or the home-made 
brick brooder may be used to 
vide heat. 

Where turkey hens are used for 
brooding, a brood coop is recom¬ 
mended. The coop.- should be moved 
about and kept on clean ground. 

Good chick rations will do for 
poult. Dry mash should be available 
in self-feedi • when the poults are 
removed to the brooder. Allow 5 
feet of mash-hopper space and two 
1-gallon fountains per 100 poults. 
After the first week, poults are ready 
for self-fed grain, which may con¬ 
sist of equal parts of wheat and 
cracked corn. 

Lice and mites may requre atten¬ 
tion, especially where hatching and 
brooding are done by hens. The hens 
should be dusted wth sodium fluo¬ 
ride in the morning, and a*little mel¬ 
ted lard put on the heads of the 
poults, if lice are troublesome. 

Kentucky circular 275, “Prifitable 
Turkey Management,” contains prac¬ 
tical information concerning turkey 
raising. Copies may be had from 
county agents or from the college of 
agriculture, Lexington.

vailed In Democratic conventions for 
a century, will not be abolished. The 
rules committee will be headed by 
Senator Bennett Clark of Missouri and 
it will report for abrogation of the 
two-thirds rule as well as elimination 
of the unit rule. The latter binds the 
state delegations to abide by the de¬ 
cision of a majority of the delegation. 
According to Mr. Farley, these changes 
will not prevent the practically unan¬ 
imous nomination of President Roose¬ 
velt. 

Present plans are to have Mr. Roose¬ 
velt go to Philadelphia on Saturday, 
June 27, to close the convention by ac¬ 
cepting the nomination in a speech de¬ 
livered either in the Municipal stadium 
or in the CDiversity of Pennsylvania 
stadium close to the convention hall.

Referring to 
charges of extravagance and mounting 
deficits, he said people complain to 
him about “the current costs of re¬ 
building America, about the burden on 
future America.” He insisted that the 
measure should not be the three-billion- 
dollar deficit of this year hut the asser¬ 
tion that the national income has risen 
thirty-five billions In 1932 to sixty-five 
billions In 1930.

Washington.—Reports that the forth¬ 
coming Department of Commerce re¬ 
port on international trade will show 
the United States has changed from 
a creditor nation to a debtor nation 
are vigorously denied by commerce of¬ 
ficials, Including Dr. Amos E. Taylor, 
who has charge of compiling the re¬ 
port.
